. In presenting this report, your Committee wishes to say that 
his connection with the schools has been a source of pleasure to 
him, and their welfare a matter of heartfelt interest. ‘The teach- 
ers were carefully examined with a view to ascertain, as well their 
aptness to teach as their competency in knowledge, and after 
the experience of the year he feels that much praise is due the 
Prudential Committees for their care in selecting teachers, and 
still more to the teachers themselves for their faithfulness and 
efficiency. Your Superintendent is deeply convinced that thor- 
oughness lies at the bottom of all true progress in the acquisi- 
tion of knowledge, and has striven to impress this truth on 
teachers and scholars, in order that every step in advance and 
upward might be made on a solid basis. Only in this way can 
a true interest in study be awakened and solid results be ob- 
tained. It is a real satisfaction to be able to report good disci- 
pline and good work in all the schools, and a clear and positive 
advance throughout the year. No change has been made dur- 
ing the year in the text books of the schools. Most of them 
were found to be of recent introduction and of standard qual- 
ity,—the exception is the Grammar, which has been in use a 
long time, and might well give place the coming year to a later 
and better book in this department. 

The recommendation of the committee of last year in the mat- 
ter of maps is heartily endorsed. A good general map for each 
school is most desirable. The aid which the eye furnishes to 
the mind in the study of Geography can hardly be overrated.
